Majeſties Reſolution . 


For the Calling of a 


FREE PARLIAMENT. 


Upon the Humble Motion, and Advice of 
a Great Council of his Peers. 


£ IS Majeſty was Graciouſly pleaſed, upon Tueſday, Nov. 27. 1688. 
| to adviſe with a Crate of his Peers, abour the t Unhappy 
| Scate of his Aﬀairs, where they attended his Royal Pleaſure accor- 
ding to a Summons unto them dirc&ted. There were preſent, twenty 

five Proteſtant Temporal Lords, and nine Lords Spiritual, being the whole 
number that were within diſtance of appearing according to the time of Sum- 


mons. His Majeſty was Pleaſed to expreſs himſelf with great Clearnels and 
Reſpect upon the Subject of that Mecting, requiring their ſhips to deliver 
their Judgments with all Freedomc upuu du Mauer in hand, wherein ro Keg 
quitted themſelves accordingly upon the ſeycral Points that they had in Debate 
and upon a full Conſideration of the whole Afﬀair, their Lordſhips came to 
this Reſolution, (without ſo much as one Negative) that they faw no way of 
Redreſs, conſidering the Grievances and Diſtempers of the People, and the 
preſent Circumſtances of his Majeſties Condition, but by the ſpeedy calling of a 
Free Parliament, which their Lordſhips with one voice humbly beſought the 
King todo: Whercupon his Majeſty was pleaſed to Declare to their Lordſhips, 
to this Effe&t ; that their Adyice was according to his own Inclinations, but it 
being a Matter of ſo "re Importance, he would take time til the next day to 
con(ider of it. And upon the day following, his Majeſty was pleaſed to Order 
the Iſſuing out of Writs for the calling of a Free Parliament. 


There were preſent, His Grace the Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury, and His 
Grace of Tork in Nomination, with ſeyen Prelates more.
